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ATTACHMENT A

CALIFORNIA FISH AND GAME CODE
§ 13103. Expenditures from fish and wildlife propagation fund; purposes

Expenditures from the fish and wildlife propagation fund of any county may be
made only for the following purposes:

(a) Public education relating to the scientific principles of fish and wildlife
conservation, consisting of supervised formal instruction carried out pursuant
to a planned curriculum and aids to education such as literature, audio and
video recordings, training models, and nature study facilities.

(b) Temporary emergency treatment and care of injured or orphaned wildlife.

(c) Temporary treatment and care of wildlife confiscated by the department as
evidence.

(d) Breeding, raising, purchasing, or releasing fish or wildlife which are to be
released upon approval of the department pursuant to Sections 6400 and
6401 onto land or into waters of local, state or federal agencies or onto land
or into waters open to the public.

(e) Improvement of fish and wildlife habitat, including, but not limited to,
construction of fish screens, weirs, and ladders; drainage or other watershed
improvements; gravel and rock removal or placement; construction of
irrigation and water distribution systems; earthwork and grading fencing;
planting trees and other vegetation management; and removal of barriers to
the migration of fish and wildlife.

() Construction, maintenance, and operation of public hatchery facilities.

(g) Purchase and maintain materials, supplies, or equipment for either the
department's ownership and use or the department's use in the normal
performance of the department's responsibilities.

(h) Predator control actions for the benefit of fish or wildlife following certification
in writing by the department that the proposed actions will significantly
benefit a particular wildlife species.

(i) Scientific fish and wildlife research conducted by institutions of higher
learning, qualified researchers, or governmental agencies, if approved by the
department.



() Reasonable administrative costs, excluding the costs of audits required by
Section 13104, for secretarial service, travel, and postage by the county fish
and wildlife commission when authorized by the county board of supervisors.
For purposes of this subdivision, "reasonable cost" means an amount which
does not exceed 3 percent of the average amount received by the fund
during the previous three-year period, or three thousand dollars ($3,000)
annually, whichever is greater, excluding any funds carried over from a
previous fiscal year.

(k) Contributions to a secret witness program for the purpose of facilitating
enforcement of this code and regulations adopted pursuant to this code.

() Costincurred by the district attorney or city attorney in investigating and
prosecuting civil and criminal actions for violations of this code, as approved
by the department.

(m) Other expenditures, approved by the department, for the purpose of
protecting, conserving, propagating, and preserving fish and wildlife.

These programs are designed to provide a free family oriented recreational activity to residents of

Los Angeles County while offering environmental education, enhancing the interest of fishing for

at-risk youth and outdoor exercise experience for the entire family.
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Background on Applicant:

Purpose and goals:

The County of Los Angeles Department of Parks and Recreation, Whittier Narrows Recreation Area’s mission is

to meet the diverse leisure needs and recreational interests of more than two million residents of Los Angeles County

that use the 1,400 acres of Whittier Narrows annually. This unique facility is comprised of many special interest areas.

A 419 acre natural area and 1,100 acres of open park space and three lakes approximately 39, 25 and 13 surface acres.

Brief summary of current activities:

Whittier Narrows currently provides three fishing events annually working in conjunction with the education department of Fish and Game

Whittier Narrows and Daniel Hernandez Youth Foundation meets once a month at Legg Lake. This facility offers an enjoyable opportunity to

residents of all ages to participate by providing the community open space to enjoy family picnics, fishing, riding walking and equestrian trails.

Whittier Narrows also provides low cost community special events, organized sports programs and hobby aclivities throughout the year.

Geographic area served:

The County parks and programs are open to everyone without regard to race, ethnicity, income level or place of residence, Local parks are generally

considered to have a service radius of 1/2 to 2 miles, while regional parks are not and thus can draw participants from areas that are remote from the park.

The Department's vast resources include more than 65,000 acres of public open space and recreational areas spread throughout the 4,083 square miles of the County

and located in various communities that differ greatly in ethnicity, income levels, population densities and other socioeconomic characteristics.
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Major sources and dollar amounts of corporate, foundation and govemment
support during current and past fiscal year:

Each year, Whittier Narrows Recreation Area maintains its park facilities through a combination of Department General

Fund monies, user fees, donations, sponsorships, grants and endowments. Low cost community based events are

dependent on sponsorships and donations to enable the facility to offer these events to the residents. There is no

Department funding for the community-based recreation programs such as fishing events. One of this facility's main

objective is seeking additional funding to enhance community programming at Whittier Narrows Recreation Area and

to continue providing inner-city fishing to the public.

History of all grants received from the Los Angeles County Fish and Game
Commission:

In 2002 - $5,000.00; 2003 - $ 5,000.00 for the Whittier Narrows "Overnight Fishing Events”

2004 - $ 2,500.00; 2006 - $ 2,500 - "Overnight Fishing Events
2007 - $ 2,500.00 - "Youth Fishing Derby"

2011 - $2,500.00 - "Jr. Fishing Club"
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Statement of how the objectives advance the propagation and protection of fish
and wildlife:

Through collaboration with the Fish and Game Education department, Whittier Narrows would be

enhancing the education of propagation and protection of fish and wildlife through the learning stations

operated during the fishing events. Only through education can we ensure the proper respect for the

future of wildlife and fish. Moreover, by stocking the lakes with additional fish, we contribute to the balance

and maintenance of the fish population at Legg Lake.

Project budget and timetable:

The total cost of these programs for Fiscal 2010-2011 is $40,000. The fees cover administrative costs,

advertising, hot dog lunch for participants, free bait, prizes for raffle and indirect costs incurred from the

programs. One of the most valuable cost savings is the dedication of over twenty volunteer that provide

the technical support and man the educational stations during the event.

Sources of other support for project:

Currently, we are seeking additional sponsors. Support letters have been drafted and will be sent to

major sporting good stores and private donors. The request is to encourage one of these major sources

to subsidize the program for a minimum of five years. In addition we will continue to solicit donations

from various groups, businesses, and private sources to off set costs, assuring that these valuable programs

continue for our youth and their families. The success of past fishing events has generated the interest

of some businesses to possibly help sponsor future events.
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Current status of project:

Currently, a special recreation fund has been set up to assist in funding of recreation programming.

However, funding is not sufficient enough to cover fotal expenses and additional donations,

both in-kind and menetary are being sought.

Cash flow analysis of the expenditure of project funds:

This years budget is based on the total cost of expenses from last years Youth Fishing and Over-night

Fishing events and the desire for opening up the middle lake, due to the increase projected in participants

over the years.

Proposed method of evaluating results:

The number of participants will be the major measurement of success. In addition, a registration form to be filled

out by participants which will enable in monitoring age group, number of participants, first time participants

and rod and reel borrowers. Dollar value of in-kind goods, materials and volunteer time will be an indicator

form money saved.

For purposes of this subdivision, "reasonabie cost" means an amount which
does not exceed 3 percent of the average amount received by the fund
during the previous three-year period, or three thousand dollars {$3,000)
annually, whichever is greater, excluding any funds carried over from a
previous fiscal year.

(k) Contributions to a secret witness program for the purpose of facilitating
enforcement of this code and regulations adopted pursuant to this code.

{I) Costincurred by the district attorney or city attorney in investigating and
prosecuting civil and criminal actions for violations of this code, as approved
by the department.

(m) Other expenditures, approved by the department, for the purpose of
protecting, conserving, propagating, and preserving fish and wildlife.
